John Cash who was one of the 
eye witnesses, resembled that of 
a shot gun or the back-fire of an 
automobile. The explosion filled 
the 
entire 
neighborhood 
with 
smoke, soot and flying steel and 
shook the houses and blackened 
the bodies of the dead and in­ 
jured almost beyond recognition. 
It was several minutes before the 
smoke cleared away. Pate’s body 
was blown upward to the tele- 
plione wires and it struck 37 steps 
from the place of explosion. He 
was badly mangled and the head 
was crushed and blown partly 
away. His shoes and belt and 
other parts of his clothing were 
blown entirely off. Carroll was 
blown about half as far as Pate 
and was not injured about the 
head, but was entirely limber ac­ 
cording to those who picked him 
up and seemed to have many 
broken bones, they said. He wss 
taken to a local doctor’s office 
where he died only a few minutes 
later. 
Pate's death was instant and 
Carroll was unconscious when 
picked up. 
Most of the children who were 
injured had gathered about the 
boiler and were watching it at 
the time the accident occurred 
according to Mrs. Cash who salt! 
that she noted a peculiar noise 
it was making even before the 
explosion and warned some of the 
children to stay away. 
The exact cause of the explo­ 
sion is unknown, but is thought 
to be due to the fact that the 
water had boiled low and the ex­ 
plosion followed when Mr. Pate 
let in more, as he finished talking 
to Luper. 
Carroll Buried at Goldthwalte 
Carroll came to Comanche se­ 
veral years ago and operated a 
portable feed mill here. He is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Sam Carroll 
of Goldthwalte. He is also sur­ 
vived by his widow and two small 
step-daughters of Comanche.
